2, Because, in the name of hu- 
manity, it is my duty to do what I 
can to elevate rather than degrade 

any clase of American citizens. 

. Because during the preélection 
campaign I gave you my word that, if 
elected, I would give you a square 
deal, and Bill ‘Thompson keeps his 
word. 

If Mr. Thompson had read the remain- 
ing 2,000 words of his prepared address 
he would have completed his review of the 
history of the negroes in the United 
States. He would also have explained 
more in detail his attitude toward the 
negro race. But he could not have re- 
ce.ved cheers any more vociferous than 
those which greeted the conclusion of his 
fifteen minute talk. .

THD MOTHER AND THE SOLDIER. 

[From the Minneapolis Journal. ] a 

The mother whe risks her life to produce a 
child does as grebt a service for the state as 
the man who Kills some othér mother’s son in 
defense of it Thus gala a Woman physician 
‘before the convention for race betterment in ses- 
sion in San Francisco. 
‘True. And the world regards too lightly the 
risk assumed by every mother a child 
into the world. The heroism of the woman is as 
Great as that of any soldier who braves death for 
his country’s sake, as was remarked by the poet 
Suripides in Athens more than 2,000 years ago. 

But the heroism of the mother and that of 
the scidier are not antagonistic, and may be 
reconciled, despite the sentiment heard so widely 
‘a this war time, the sentiment expressed in 
the popular song whose refrain is, “I did not 
raise my boy to be a soldier.” 5 

In order to glorify the mother, it is not neces- 
mary to despise the soldier. To do so would bq 
\Chinese, as Theodore Roosevelt has observed 
The mother who by her sacrifice helps to per 
petuate the state is not opposed to the soldier 
who by his sacrifice aids the preservation of the 
state. Perpetuation and preservation of the state 
are co6rdinate services, mutually supportive of 
the state. A society that regards women. as 
mere producers of soldiers is matched by a so- 
ciety that regards soldiers as mere destroyers of 
life. Neither Sparta nor China exhibits the vir- 
tues that should characterize the people of a 
state. The one which exalts the fighting man is 
not more fatally defective than the other which 
produces more children that any other in human 
history, but so much despises war that it can- 
not defend itself.

In the writer’s opinion congress 
should be asked when it next meets to 
provide for a regular army of 125,000 men. 
for the force to be kept, ih peace times, 
within the United States proper and an- 
other ample regular force for the colonial 
possessions and the Canal Zone. Of the 
home regular army two corps of 40,000 
men eac’ should be “ mobile” troops— 
infantry, cavalry, field and siege artillery 
each in its full quota, one full corps of 
coast artillery of 40,000 men kept up to 
ite complete complement at all times, and 
5,000 staff troops such as aviators, medical 
and hospital corps, etc. The regular mo- 
bile troops should be held at large depots, 


at least a brigade (about 6,000 men) at 


each station, and the t artillery, of 
course, stationed where needed along the 
seaboard. 


Second, there’ should be a national mi- 
tia or territorial force (purely national 
and for national defense only, not for 
state police duty at strikes, etc.) of fully 
265,000 men recruited as follows: 

First—From each congressional district 
one battalion of infantry of not less than 
500 officers and men. 
Second—From each 
trict a one-half troop of cavalry of 
less than sixty-five officers and men. 

Third—From each congressional district 
a one-half battery of artillery of not less 
than seventy-five officers and men. 

- Fourth—And from each congressional 
district a section of “ staff troops ” of one 
officer and twen men. 

This national ‘militia force could be 
provided for as follows: 

Every boy, bodily fit, between the ages 
of 16 and 19, attending a public high 
school or private school should during 
school hours be required to drill at least 
three half hours a week and receive dur- 
ing that time military instruction. On 
his leaving the puble high or higher 
private school when he finishes his course 
there he should be required to ro into 
camp for at least eight days.

In looking about for methods of raising 
more money to meet the neede of the 


‘| government, treasury officials have prac- 


tically determined to recommend certain 

amendments to the income tax law. One 

of these would change the present scheme 

of taxing the incomes of husbands and 

wives where their incomes are both over 
000. 

At the present time husbands and wives 
who are Ming together, if their aggré- 
gate income is under $20,000, are taxed 
on it jointly, whereas if their individual 
incomes are in excess of $20,000 they are 
taxed individually, and not jointly, under 
the additional tax section ot the law. 

It is believed that ff a joint supertax 
is ordered by congress it will result in 
the addition of several million dollars 
to the income tax collections annuelly.
